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3. The contract for administrative services shall provide payroll 

services in carrying out the payment of juvenile offenders who are required 

to provide restitution to victims of their acts as provided in SUbsection two 

(2) of this section and who are ordered to perform public service work 

pursuant to section two hundred thirty-two point fifty-two (232_52), 

SUbsection two (2), paragraph a of the Code. The probation officer 

responsible for a juvenile offender, or a juvenile restitution office 

established by the county, shall maintain time sheets and other documents 

necessary to determine and process the payment of juvenile offenders. 

Remuneration for the services provided by the juvenile offender in a public 

service job shall be made as a wage payment by check, with the juvenile 

offender listed as the payee. However, the check shall be mailed to the 

juvenile's probation officer or a juvenile restitution office established by 

the county. The juvenile offender shall pay the victim of his or her 

delinquent acts seventy-five percent of each payment and twenty-five percent 

of the payment shall be retained by the juvenile. This same percentage shall 

apply to the juvenile offender who is employed at the time of disposition. 

The payment of the percentages provided in this subsection is required in 

order to engage in the juvenile victim restitution program.

5. The state comptroller shall pay the travel and expenses of the members 

of the general assembly a~d the lieutenant governor semimonthly commencing 

with the first pay period after the names of such persons are officially 

certified. The salaries of the members of the general assembly and 

lieutenant governor shall be paid pursuant to any of the following 

alternative methods: 

a. During each month of the year at the same time state employees are 

paid. 

b. During each pay period during the first six months of each calendar 

year. 

c. During the first six months of each calendar year by allocating two­

thirds of the annual salary to eaefi the pay ~eF~ea periods during e~efi--~~ffie

of the general assembly and the lieutenant governor shall file with the state 

comptroller a statement as to the method the member selects for receiving 

payment of salary.
